GROUP CHOOSES 


|R. Y. Patterson, New Mem- 
| ber, Takes Place on Con- 
servancy Board 


Members of the South Florida 
Conservancy district met in Belle 
Í Glade this week and re-elected J 
B. Jeffries as chairman for the 
ensuing year. R. Y. Patterson, 
new member of the board, who suc- 
ceeds Jules M. Burguleres as com 
missioner, was present at the meet 
ing. J. F. Scullen was the thire 
member present 

Mr. Pattersor, the new member, 
ts drainage engineer for the U. S 
Sugar corporation of Clewiston. 
which is the largest individual land 
owner in the district. 

After reelecting, Jeffries as 
chairman and C. F. Werner as sec- 
retary, the commission authorized 
the purchase of an electric motor 
to be installed on the 28-inch pump 
Placed one mile south of South 
Bay. This pump will b operated 
automatically by remote control 
and will affect materially the wa- 
ter control on 2500 acres of land 
between South Bay and Bean City. 
‘This is to augment the Miami 
Locks pumping station which has 
heretofore pumped from this land. 
It is estimated that the pump will 
be ready for operation within 30 
days, 

It was pointed out by Chairman 
Jeffries that with this installation, 
together with the complete over- 
hauling of all pumping units in the 
district, the pumping equipment is 
rendy to function 
usual seasonal rains set 
fuel tanks for the diesel engines 
have been filled with fuel and mos- 
quito proof shacks have been erect- 
ed at each station to protect oper- 
ators. 

Mr. Jeffries stated that he con- 
fidently expects to receive a $120,- 
000 loan from the government with 
which to clean all existing ditches 
and canals in the district and in- 
stall some new ones which a recent 
engineer's report shows are needed, 
‘The application has passed several 
of the government agéncies and th 
work is expected to be completed 
by fall 

Activity in land rentals accord- 
ing to reports indicate that all 
lands within the district, approxi- 
mately 30,000 acres, will be farmed 
this coming season, and the district 
officials hope to be able to carry 
off the surplus rainfall in time for 
the farmers to begin planting at 
the normal season.

Expect Oil Well 
To Hit Pay Dirt 


CLERMONT, June 13°—(FNS) 
Excitement over a possible oil 
strike at the South Lake Well, six 
miles south of here, caused hun- 
dreds of people to journey to the 
well last week :n the hope of sce- 
ing Florida's first big we!] brought 
in. 
Dan Link, experienced driller in 
Charge of operations at the well, 
started it all when he stopped 
drilling and got in touch with J 
Ray Arnold and William G. Blan- 
chard to report that every indica- 
tion pointed to the approach of a 
big oll pocket at a depth of 1305 
feet. 
The well had been cased only to 
500 feet and after a consultation 
officials decided to take no chances 
30 they advised Link to cease all 
drilling and began work of casing 
the well clear to the bottom so that 
they will be fully prepared ‘for the 
strike they now confidently expect 
Prices of neighboring farm lands 
shot skyward as this news spread 


[and many farmers state tifey would 


not sell their holdings at any price 
The manner in which the work is 
being done and the confidence felt 
in J. Ray Arnold has caused peo- 
ple to feel that this oil drilling 
venture is the most promising in 
Florida's history. 

Drilling will be resumed as soon | 
as the additional casing can be| 
put down and officials announced 
that work on . other wells to be| 
drilled in this area will begin| 
Material for additional 
derricks and other -equipment is 
now on hand.

Effective Immediately 
By its terms, the law becomes 
effective immediately. Licenses for 
operating the machines must b 
obtained from the state comptroll- 
er. Comptroller J. M. Lee said to- 
night that he would require a sepa- 
rate application for each machine 
to be operated 
Each application, he said, must 
give the. name of the owner of the| 
machine, the name of the op 
who leases it, and t 
owner of a place where th 
chine is set up for operation. A 
definite description of the place 
where the machine is to be opera- 
ted also will be required as well a 
identifying serial numbers on the 
machine, the denomination of thei 
toin required tovoperate it, and 
its looated distance from a church 
or school. 

"T have no intention,” Comptroll- 
er Lee said, "of allowing these 
licenses to pe turned into a racket."

Most people think that 
only Esquimaux have the knack to 
turn their kayaks entirely over in 
the water and bring themselves 
bobbing safely up on the other side, 
but, at this Jamboree the Boy 
Scouts will witness exhibitions 
calling for even greater skill, such 
as showing how one person, from a 
cañoe two miles off shore, can re- 
cover the supposed body of a man 
from the bottom, and without the 
loss of the canoe.
